Claims 1 - 7 are presented for examination. 



Oath/Declaration 



2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

is not the same apphcation as mentioned in the disclosure [ Amendment filed on 09/24/2003 
which claims priority of application 08/382958 ]. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 03/08/2004 have been fixUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

4. As per remarks, Applicants' argued that (1) Horvath does not disclose receiving "data 
words". 



5. As to point (1), the recited claim 1 discloses receiving sequence of data words of a 
predetermined width. Horvath discloses divide the image data into 8x8 blocks of image data and
